and

privates. 
Enlist Company Here 
"Captain Michael Dudell's com­ 
pany was enlisted at Samuel Gettvs 
Tavern on June 24, 1775, and the 
Adams County men became the first 
company west of the Hudson to 
reach W ashington’s army at Boston. 
It was a shining example of patri­ 
otism. 
Lt. Henry Miller, who later 
commanded the company, solved the 
problem of an excess of volunteers 
by drawing a nose on a barn door 
and only those men who could hit 
'General Gage's nose’ at 150 yards

The 
unit 
marched

miles from July I to July 2, to reach 
W ashington’s army. 
"The company took part in the 
battle of Bunker Hill and the Adams 
Countians crept behind the British 
lines at one time to capture prison­ 
ers, getting with 20 feet of a British 
unit before discovery.
